Kuroki's headquarters, March S.— 


In the darkness last night the Rus- 
sians evacuated the whole line on the 
Shahke river and are In full retreat, 
pursued by the Infantry. 
They have 


burned their supplies. 


Fighting '!• Fierce. 


Mukden, March 8.'— Dawn was ush- 


ered In yesterday with fighting of the 
fiercest nature. 
The fate of the bat- 


tle which has been in .progress for ten 
days' yet hangs in the balance. 
The 


line now extends along a front of 
fourteen miles west of the railroad. 


The Japanese also have made a 


desperate attack on Bentsiaputze, and 
reports are arriving Jiere that fight- 
ing .•wasx^efcewed--. yesterday -morning 
on the extreme .left ""of the Russian 
army. 
Both sides are fighting with 


desperation to the:- westward, .though 
the troops are well nigh exhausted: 
The Issue of the battle may depend 
largely on the relative physical condi: 
t;on of the rtntt and file. If the Rus- 
sians should* he able to crush the 
flanking force, victory, may be regard- 
ed as won. 
The losses in the ten 


days of battle on both sides are al- 
ready far greater than were the casu- 
alties in the battle of Liao Yang, and 
are likely to increase as the clays pass 
before the Issue is fully decided.

The Rus- 
sians captured- sceveral quick fire guns 
and many Japanese prisoners, includ- 
ing officers.
